South Petherton farm to 
become living classroom 


FROGMARY Green 
Farm at South Petherton, 
between Crewkerne and 
Ilminster, has become the 
latest farm to join the na¬ 
tionwide network of 
LEAF Demonstration 
Farms. 

It joins over 40 other 
farms across the country 
set up to showcase the 
very best of sustainable 
farming practices. 

Frogmary Green Farm is 
a 500-acre poultry and 
arable farm, run by Nick 
and Claire Bragg. The 
farm also grows potatoes 
for supermarkets, maize 
and grass for fodder. 

Frogmary joined LEAF 
(Linking Environment And Farmin) in 2008 and be¬ 
came LEAF Marque certified in 2013. The LEAF Mar¬ 
que is a leading environmental food assurance scheme, 
based on LEAF’S Integrated Farm Management (IFM) 
principles, a whole farm business approach that delivers 
sustainable farming. It uses the best of modern tech¬ 
nology and traditional methods to deliver prosperous 
farming that enriches the environment and engages 
local communities. It covers energy and resource use, 
soil and water management and creating natural habitats 
for the benefit of wildlife, flora and fauna. 

Speaking at the launch Mr Bragg explained: “LEAF’S 
Integrated Farm Management (IFM) approach is all 
about striving to achieve balance across the whole farm. 
We’re working hard in lots of practical ways to con¬ 
serve and enhance the natural environment by planting 
trees, creating wetland areas and cutting our carbon 
footprint.” 

Nick and Claire were the first to install a biomass 
woodchip boiler for heating chicken houses utilising lo¬ 
cally sourced timber and, as part of their ongoing com¬ 
mitment to environmental enhancement, they have 
planted some four kilometres of hedgerows and over 
500 trees since 2002. Pollen and nectar margins to pro¬ 
vide extra habitat for bumblebees and other insects have 
also been established. This has resulted in a huge variety 
of wildlife making its home at Frogmary Green Farm 
including cuckoo, linnet, song thrush, swift and 
whitethroat. 

Launching the farm as a LEAF Demonstration Farm, 
Lord Cameron of Dillington congratulated everyone in¬ 
volved at Frogmary for their outstanding commitment 



to the environment and their pursuit of more sustainable 
methods of food production. 

Mr Bragg spoke of his pride in becoming a LEAF 
Demonstration Farm: “It’s thanks to the hard work and 
commitment of all our team that we have achieved this 
recognition. All of us care deeply about our precious 
environment and want to do all we can to enhance it 
whilst producing food to the highest welfare and envi¬ 
ronmental standards. 

“We are also passionate about bringing people onto 
the farm, to share what we are doing and help to break 
down some of the barriers that exist between producers 
and consumers.” 

As a LEAF Demonstration Farm, Frogmary will act 
as a living classroom, demonstrating and promoting the 
principles of Integrated Farm Management to opinion 
formers, educationalists, politicians, consumers and 
conservation groups as well as to community groups 
and local schools. 

Caroline Drummond, chief executive of LEAF added: 
“LEAF Demonstration Farms plays a hugely vital role 
in sharing best practice amongst farmers as well as 
being a great way to help educate the public about how 
modern food production can co-exist with protecting 
nature and the countryside. 

“Frogmary Green Farm is an excellent example of 
sustainable farming in action and represents what Inte¬ 
grated Farm Management is all about.

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Illegal immigrants 
found in llminster 

FIFTEEN TREATED FOR DEHYDRATION 
AFTER FOUND IN REFRIGERATED LORRY 


A GROUP of 15 suspected illegal immigrants were 
found in a refrigerated lorry when it was stopped by 
police at a service station on the A303 Southfields 
Roundabout at llminster on Tuesday. 

Police stopped the lorry at about 1pm after receiving 
several reports of concerning noises coming from the 
back of the vehicle and discovered the group of 15, 
including men, women and a 15-year-old boy. They 
told officers they were from Eritrea and Kashmir. 

The discovery came just four days after 35 stow¬ 
aways were found inside a sealed shipping container 
at an Essex dockyard, in which one man from 
Afghanistan died. 

Paramedics treated the immigrants at the scene for 


dehydration but said there were “no ongoing con¬ 
cerns” about their health. Although the lorry was re¬ 
frigerated, it was not swtiched on and the occupants 
were said to be “very hot and distressed”. 

They boarded the lorry in Calais but it did not stop 
after crossing the channel into England. It is thought 
the vehicle was carrying pharmaceutical goods bound 
for Devon. 

The lorry, owned by company Thermotraffic, has 
now been seized as part of investigations with the im¬ 
migration authorities, and a German man has been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of facilitating the unlawful entry 
of people into the UK. 


Local MP joins Old Cerdics for 
85th anniverary celebrations

THIS year marks the 85th anniversary of the Old 
Cerdics Association of former pupils of Chard School. 
On December 1st 1929, following an invitation from 
the headmaster, 20 former pupils met at the school 
with the prime objective of forming an alumni society. 
Many of those present came from the Chard area. 
Sidney Gillingham, a member of the family renowned 
for its early pioneering work on the use of artificial 
limbs, took the chair as the most senior “old boy” pres¬ 
ent, while Kenneth Madge was appointed treasurer 
and Donald Parham secretary. Colonel J.W. Gifford, a 
pioneer of X-ray photography, was invited to be pres¬ 
ident. 

Two brothers, Reg and Monty Austin, the name syn¬ 
onymous with the outfitters in the town, maintained 
continuous involvement with the fledgling organisa¬ 
tion association right up until their demise some years 
later. 

The headmaster of the time, Mr D.B.M. Hume, 
revered by his pupils and known affectionately as 
“Jumbo”, proposed that an association would keep for¬ 
mer pupils in touch with one another and they would 
retain an interest and help the school in many ways. 
From this early beginning these aims and objectives 
are being maintained to this very day - 85 years on. 
Apart from the war years, when former pupils from 
the RAF were reputed to visit the school in low flying 
aircraft until the practice ceased after complaints from 
local residents, the asso¬ 
ciation has met annually 
in Chard for a reunion 
dinner. 



Roadshow asks residents how they 
would balance the county's budget 


SOMERSET County Council is going on 
the road in South Somerset, asking res¬ 
idents to try their hand at balancing its 
budget while gathering views and pri¬ 
orities to help plan for future chal¬ 
lenges. 

The "Listening, Learning, Changing" 
roadshows will be visiting Chard and 
Yeovil, asking people to give their 
views as the council addresses the diffi¬ 
cult reality of increasing demand for its 
services with significant reductions in 
funding. 

The first roadshow will be at Chard 
Outdoor Market at the Guildhall on 
Fore Street this Saturday (August 23rd) 
frm 8am to 6pm. 

Leader of Somerset County Council, 
Councillor John Osman, said: "This is a 
great opportunity for the residents of 
South Somerset to give us their views 
and priorities as we face up to the chal¬ 
lenges of the future. 

"We calculate that we will need to 
make around £30million of savings for 


the next financial year if we are to bal¬ 
ance our budget. It's difficult for the 
council to be everything to everyone 
in these tough financial times. 

"I am committed to making this a 
council that seeks people's views and 
listens to them when making some of 
the difficult decisions that we face. 
Wherever possible we want to reflect 
what our residents want." 

The council ran the"Listening, Learn¬ 
ing, Changing" roadshows for the first 
time last year and more than 5,000 
people came along to share their 
views. 

Visitors can have a go at balancing 
the Council's budget on a giant set of 
scales, with weights representing in¬ 
come on one side and service budgets 
on the other. There will also be a short 
questionnaire for people to answer. 

Representatives from the council will 
be on hand to answer questions and 
fun activities will keep children enter¬ 
tained.

Neroche celebrates top exam results 


PUPILS, staff and parents are celebrating at 
Neroche Primary School in Broadway, 
Ilminster, after it was confirmed that the 
school has moved into the top 10 for re¬ 
sults out of 226 in Somerset. 

The school recently achieved a 95 per 
cent pass rate at the expected level four 
grade in reading, writing and maths in the 
SATs exams, 10 per cent above the national 
average. 

At the higher level five papers results 
were even more impressive with the 
school achieving 76 per cent in reading, 62 
per cent in writing and 57 per cent in 


maths. These results were significantly 
above the national averages and has now 
ranked Neroche as fourth in the whole of 
Somerset. 

Primary schools now have the opportu¬ 
nity to enter some pupils at level six, equiv¬ 
alent to a grade C at GCSE for pupils aged 
just 11 years old. Four of Neroche's bud¬ 
ding mathematicians passed at this excep¬ 
tional level, again well above the national 
trend. 

Headteacher Connel Boyle commented: 
"I am extremely proud to be the head¬ 
teacher of this school.

"We cannot wait for the new school year 
to begin as many new families join our 
growing and successful school commu¬ 
nity."

Throughout the year, the thoughts 
of hundreds of thousands of people 
turn towards the annual pilgrimage to 
that steam and vintage spectacular, 
the Great Dorset Steam Fair - and 'pil¬ 
grimage' is just the word, for those 
large, rolling fields at Tarrant Hinton 
have earned on an almost sacred mys¬ 
tique over the years. 

The Great Dorset Steam Fair assaults 
all of our senses at the same time, yet 
numbs our minds with its hugeness. 
The dazzling sight of so many historic 
steam engines trundling around or 
performing fascinating working 
demonstrations of everything from 
threshing to heavy haulage, wood¬ 
sawing, stone-crushing and road 
rolling, has to be seen to be believed. 

As for sounds, the Great Dorset 
Steam Fair rings in your ears for 
months after you've wended your 
weary way homewards with aching 
legs - and much lighter wallets if 
you've enjoyed yourself as much as 
you're supposed to! The galactic mix¬ 
ture of sounds includes more than 100 
fairground and street organs all play¬ 
ing their own particular tunes at the 
same time; the heart stopping shrieks 
of steam whistles and sirens; the rasp 
of vintage tractors hard at work; the 
regular beat of belt driven threshing 
machinery; the buzz of circular saws; 
the bark of exhausts in the heavy 
haulage arena; the screams of white- 


knuckle fairground riders; the pops, 
bangs or well-oiled clicking of station¬ 
ary engines; the whine of dynamos on 
showmen's engines; the muted clang 
of rolls over stone chips and, most of 
all, the banter and the laughter of 
people simply having the time of their 
lives! 

This year's show which will take 
place between August 27th and 31st 
promises to be better than ever with 
the staging of a special commemora¬ 
tive display to mark the Centenary an¬ 
niversary of the start of the First World 
War. It is fitting that the show honours 
the sacrifices that many millions gave 
during the 1914-1918 conflict.The dis¬ 
play has been carefully and sensitively 
put together as our tribute to these 
people. The display is divided into 
three main areas; a Western Front area, 
a Home Front area and an Exhibition 
Marquee that is to be shared with the 
National Traction Engine Trust, which 
is celebrating its 60th anniversary 
year. 

It is very interesting to note that the 
showground at Tarrant Hinton has its 
own special link to WW1, as it was on 
part of the land used for the steam fair 
each year (the current Blandford car 
park) where men of the Royal Naval 
Division trained as infantry during 
WW1 at Blandford Camp in readiness 
for the Gallipoli campaign of 1915. In¬ 
deed the bore hole (for water) which 
was sunk for the encampment of in¬ 
fantry trainees is still used by the fair 


today as a water feed to the two large 
water lagoons - water stored for all 
the steam engines each year. 

The most abiding memory of any 
Great Dorset Steam Fair, though, 
comes when the sun goes down and 
the showmen's engines come out to 
play, rocking gently with their 
canopies lit up in a blaze of colour as 
their belt-driven dynamos sing. Beside 
the warm bellies of these burnished 
giants, stories are swapped late into 
the night and laughter rends the air. 

As for the total number of exhibits at 


this year's Great Dorset Steam Fair, 
how do more than 220 steam engines, 
250 tractors, 320 commercial vehicles, 
80 military vehicles, 100 vintage and 
veteran cars, 140 vintage and veteran 
motorcycles, 100 pedal cycles, 120 sta¬ 
tionary engines, 140 models and 70 
miniature engines in steam sound? 
There will also be the usual superb dis¬ 
play of heavy horses, crafts and collec¬ 
tions topped off with more than 3000 
trade stands! 

Staggering? You bet!

The food at Bilbys is all made on the premises to a 
very high standard using the best ingredients, 
sourced locally. The cakes are made by Jane in 
Crewkerne and also sold in llminster, both eat in or 
takeaway. There are no GM products and special di- 
etry requirements can be accommodated, there are 
some gluten free items on the menu already. With a 
menu of full breakfasts, including optional black 
pudding,light bites such as toasted sandwiches and 
baguettes( the brie, cranberry and rocket special 
toastie was to die for), jacket potatoes with basic or 
more imaginative fillings such as garlic mushrooms 
or chick pea and coriander. Served with a side salad 
which includes delicious homemade coleslaw, they 
are a meal in themselves but there are also things 
like cauli cheese or smokies and casseroles as part 
of the main menu or on the daily special board. 
Cream teas with homemade scones or a slice of cake 
with cream or custard (the Battenburg was ,light 
moist, not overly sweet and totally delicious) or per¬ 
haps an icecream sundae for the sweet tooth, all 
washed down with a wide selection of teas, (ceramic 
teapots that pour not dribble) milk shakes or soft 



drinks. 

Nothing on the menu is over £8 and they still work 
on a cash only basis to help keep the costs down. Bil¬ 
bys has a five star hygiene rating.

It also includes comforts such as heated and Mi¬ 
lano leather-upholstered seats with electric ad¬ 
justment, MMI navigation, Audi Music Interface, 
front and rear acoustic parking sensors and a 
powered tailgate, to name but a small proportion 
of the features. 

S line specification is next in line, and is en¬ 
hanced in the latest range by larger 20-inch alloy 
wheels (up from 19 inches), sweeping function in¬ 
dicators at the front and rear and Matrix LED 
headlights. Each of these advanced units features 
25 separate LED bulbs which are individually 
dimmed when sensors detect oncoming or fol¬ 


lowing traffic to automatically divert light around 
obstacles without the need to deactivate the high 
beam setting. 

More S line options 

In a new departure for the A7 Sportback range, 
the sports suspension that is included as part of 
the S line specification can be 'deselected' in 
favour of standard suspension at no extra cost if 
required, and for an even greater focus on com¬ 
fort the wheel size in this version can be dropped 
down to 19-inch, also at no cost. Inside, in another 
break with tradition, the normally black S line 
colour scheme can also now be replaced by a 
new Lunar silver colour option. 

At the upper end of the range, Black Edition, S7 
Sportback and RS 7 Sportback models also of 
course benefit from all the relevant styling and 
equipment enhancements. 

From launch, these improved specification lev¬ 
els will be available in combination with a choice 
of six powerful and highly efficient engines offer¬ 
ing enhanced power outputs ranging from 218PS 
to 450PS, and complying with stringent EU6 
emissions legislation. 

A particular highlight in the new line-up will un¬ 
doubtedly be the A7 Sportback ultra, the first in 
this new range of overtly efficiency focused mod¬ 
els to combine frugality worthy of the ultra badge 
with six cylinder power.The heavily modified sin¬ 
gle-turbo 3.0-litre V6 is capable of returning an 
outstanding 60.1 mpg, corresponding to C02 
emissions of 122 grams per kilometre, and a 
seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch transmission 
newly developed specifically for front-wheel- 
drive applications helps to maximise its 400Nm 
peak torque output and delivers keener response 
than the multitronic CVT transmission used by its 
closest predecessor. In theTDI ultra the 0-62mph 


sprint takes just 7.3 seconds on the way to a top 
speed of 149mph. 

The 218PS V6TDI engine is also available in the 
new range in conjunction with quattro perma¬ 
nent all-wheel-drive and seven-speed S tronic 
transmission, a configuration that is shared by the 
272PS single-turbo V6 which slots in above it in 
the range. In the topTDI tier, the mighty 320PS 
twin turbo BiTDI channels its 650Nm via the 
eight-speed tiptronic automatic. As an alternative 
to diesel power, a supercharged six-cylinder 
petrol unit delivering 333PS and linked to the 
seven-speed S tronic transmission and quattro all- 
wheel-drive is also available. 

30PS more for S7 Sportback 

V8 twin-turbo petrol power is reserved for the 
new S7 Sportback and RS 7 Sportback models, 
the latter set to open for order next month ready 


for first deliveries in the first quarter of 2015. The 
S7 Sportback now benefits from a 30PS power 
upgrade to 450PS while the RS 7 Sportback uses 
its 560PS output to deliver a remarkable sub-four- 
second 0-62mph sprint time. The S7 Sportback 
uses the seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch and the 
RS 7 Sportback the eight-speed tiptronic, and the 
units in both cars employ Cylinder-on-Demand 
technology to make the most of every tank of 
fuel. The new S7 Sportback shows a slight im¬ 
provement in economy despite its power boost, 
returning up to 30.4mpg according to the official 
combined cycle test, and benefits from a 4% or 
10g/km reduction in C02 output to 215g/km. In 
the RS 7 Sportback, engine revisions have also 
brought slight improvements to C02 output and 
economy, which now stand at 221g/km and 
29.7mpg (according to the combined cycle test).

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The New Technology That Will Power The Family Car of 2020 


THE family cars of the next decade will be some of the most 
economical mainstream cars ever built, thanks to a raft of cut¬ 
ting-edge technologies which are already being worked on, 
according to a new report by Autocar. 

The world's oldest and most respected motoring title has re¬ 
vealed the top five new technologies that will propel the av¬ 
erage family car to achieve C02 output figures of well under 
90g/km and fuel efficiency levels of more than 300mpg. The 
average family car achieved just 132g/km of C02 in 2012 and 
is expected to manage 130g/km by next year. 

The European Union has set stringent regulations regula¬ 
tions that require all car makers to meet a rigorous set of aver¬ 
age C02 emissions standards across their entire fleet of 
vehicles. These come into force in 2020. 

Hosted in full here, the report illustrates how flywheels, elec¬ 
tric turbochargers and intelligent aerodynamics will shape the 
way the mid-market saloons and hatchbacks will be built with 
the specific aim of meeting those standards. 

Autocar editor-in-chief Chas Hallett said: "The C02 targets 
laid down by the European Union are set to change the face 
of Europe's car industry forever. Hitting the targets will be ex¬ 
pensive and difficult for nearly all of Europe's car makers and 
the fact that early work is already under way on cars that are 


still at least five years from the showroom illustrates how chal¬ 
lenging it is." 

Autocar's top five new fuel-saving technologies: 

Flywheels: A British-designed flywheel system, which is 
used to drive the rear wheels of a front-wheel-drive car, is cur¬ 
rently in testing. It's thought flywheels could become far more 
familiar on mainstream cars in the next decade because they 
can store waste energy and then release it, much like an elec¬ 
tric motor and battery. Flywheel systems are also about a quar¬ 
ter of the cost of a hybrid set-up, far less complex and much 
lighter. 

Variable Compression Ratio Engines: Earlier this year, it 
was announced that manufacturers were developing engines 
with variable compression ratios. Although details of how this 
will be executed were not revealed, the principle has long 
been an important goal for engine designers. Being able to 
vary an engine's compression ratio depending on the de¬ 
mands being placed on it will lead to significant advances in 
efficiency. 

Coasting: Coasting technology is something that is certain 
to be used on future models and will most likely be rolled out 
in three stages. The first stage, coasting at speed, is already a 
feature on some manufacturer models fitted with dual-clutch

automatic gearboxes.The next version is expected to function 
when a car is travelling below 4mph.The ultimate version will 
allow transmission decoupling and engine shut-down when 
cruising at speed, travelling downhill or approaching traffic 
lights that are about to turn red. 

ElectricTurbochargers: Manufacturers have already begun 
to preview their own versions of electric turbocharging. One 
such model from Audi uses a powerful fan in the engine's in¬ 
duction system. This fan blows air through the turbo when the 
engine is decelerating in order to spin the turbo fan up to 
speed so that full boost is available as soon as the driver gets 
back on the accelerator. Such a system is especially useful for 


smaller-capacity downsized engines, which generate little ex¬ 
haust gas energy, especially at low speed. 

Enclosed Wheel Wells: Large steps forward in aerodynamics 
are difficult to achieve with mid-sized family cars. However, it 
is believed that wheel wells might yield big reductions in drag. 
Some manufacturers are already directing air across the face 
of the front wheels to achieve this. The next natural step is to 
enclose the wheel housing so airflow doesn't get trapped as 
it travels under the car. This would mean fitting an undertray 
that extends beneath the front wishbones. This flexible'skirt', 
which could be attached to the wheel arch liners and the lower 
wishbones, creates a seal that moves with the suspension.

James Hildreth (53) clipped a run-a- 
ball half-century but the regular tumble 
of wickets eventually saw The Cidermen 
all out for 267 despite a gutsy 10th 
wicket stand of 34 between Thomas 
and Leach who made a career high 18. 

As it turned out the result at Edgbas- 
ton meant a win would have been insuf¬ 
ficient to take Somerset through to the 
quarter-finals.

SOMERSET'S LV County championship 
title hopes were left in tatters after a 
hefty 215-run home defeat at the hands 
of Warwickshire who leap-frog over the 
Cidermen into third spot as a conse¬ 
quence. 

The Midlanders posted a first innings 
total of 367 having been 110 for 4 at 
one stage. 

Ian Westwood led the way with a 19- 
boundary 129 while Craig Overton (3- 
76) and Lewis Gregory (3-97) were most 
successful of the Somerset attack. 

The hosts could only muster 286 in 
reply with Taunton-born debutant Tom 
Abell last out for a superb 95 and Gre¬ 
gory making 47 (3x4, 3x6) in 84-run 
stand for the eighth wicket. 

Twenty-year-old Abell was just five 
runs short of becoming the first Somer¬ 
set batsman since Harold Gimblett way 
back in 1935 to make a ton on debut. 

The visitors had another centurian 
second time around with skipper Varun 
Chopra making an unbeaten 117 in a 


total of 322 for 7 declared with Gregory 
once again starring in taking 3 for 58. 

A tall order of 403 runs to win on the 
last day was always likely to be daunting 
and so it proved as they were dismissed 
for 188 in the 71st over with Pete Trego 
top-scoring with 42. 

♦ Tom Abell's promising start is good tim¬ 
ing for the Cidermen following the news 
the Chris Jones has retired to pursue busi¬ 
ness and life interests outside of the game. 

Essex-born Jones (23), who made his 
debut against Lancashire at the end of the 
2010 season, played 37 first class games 
for the county scoring 3130 runs at an av¬ 
erage off22.05 with one century.
